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HE Scripture reveales to us a three-fold State of 
Chriſts Kingdom. 

One Providenriall, which is that univerſall in- 
fluence and foveraign power , by which Jeſus 
Chriſt manageth the affaires of all the world, 
both in heaven, earth, and under the earth: as 


Car. 18. 18. Thus in Har.13.7he fiel1which is the world, is cal- 


led by Chriſt his Kingdom, whence it is, that he enlightenerh every 


man that commeth into theworld, Joh. 1, g. Forever fince the fall of 


man, the immediate diſpenſation and government of all thingy, is 
delegated to him fromfthfic Father, fo thar he is deputed as Vice- 
roy, or immediate Adminiſtrator of all things, Thereforeir is, 
thet he is diſtinguiſhed from the Father, and the Holy Ghoſt, by 
thetitle of Lord, AR; 2. 36, Lord and Chriſt, that is, anointed to 
be Lord, in a diſtin& ſence, meaning one who by commiſſion is 
deputed' & delegated to immediate adminiſtration, in the behalfe 
of others. Thisindeed(though the myſtery was nor revealed Chriſt 
as God,man; though not as then manifeſted in the fleth) governed 
and'ruled the whole world, ever fince Adamhis fall : For if God 
the Father had not deputed a Mediator, his Juſtice and Holinefle, 
according to the Covenant of works, (by which he onely had to 
deale with mankinde,and this worldYhad overthrown mankinde, 

 andall'this world. This is the firſt ſtate of Chtiſts Kingdom. 
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The Perſonall Reigne of Cunt s tr upon Earth. 
A ſecond ſtate of Chriſts Kingdom, is ſpiricuall, which is that 
Sqveraignty, which by his Word and Spirit,he exerciſerh over the 
conſciences of ſome people, and in ſpecial! the Ele& of God the 
Father, whom by his Word and Spirit, he ſubdues in confeicrice 
to an univerſal! obedienceto him, as 2 Cor.10.4.,5, this hath been 
cyer ſince the fall, firſkon Adam ( as wee have) to be ſure On Eve, 
(for to her and her ſeed,as to Abrahamand his ſeed, to David and 
his ſeed, was the promiſe made. ) And to Abel, Seth, and fo along 
ro Abraharp: and all hisChildren by faith, Jewes, and afterwards 
Gentiles, but this is notgenerall over all the world,and reſpeQing 
this, Chriſt ſaich, Hzs kingdom t not of this werla, and that the king- 
dom of God is not by obſervation,that is, after a worldly pomp and 
honoar ; and of this he ſtiNl eakes, when he ſaith, The Kingdom 
of God ts at hand , is within you, &c; And this ſtate of his Kingdom 
was more narrow and obſcure till Chriſts coming in the fleſh, and 
the preaching the Goſpel to every creature { that is, to all man- 
kinde, where ever there was opportunitie) without reſtraint to the - 
Nation of the ewes, as it was before, and many worthy ones have 
thought, and many dee to this day thinke, that this is the onely 
ſtate of Chriſts Kingdom ; and therefore do appropriate and apply 
all that is ſaid of his Kingdom in Scripture, to thisſtate of ic. In- 
deed, in many things belonging to Chriits Monarehy, there is a 
ſpicituall ſence alſo, and they may, nor untruly be applyed ſpiri- 
tually; as that of making all new , which .appertaines to the Mo- 
narchy of Chrilt,as Revel,21, 2, 4,5. and yetapplycd fpiritual= 
1y,2 Cor. 5,17. IE 
-- Butthey have a farther ſenſe, as thereay/ beſides this,) a third 
ſtate of Chriſts Kingdom, which I may 8K Honarchicall,not be- 
cauſe the other two fore-mentioned ftates of his Kingdom were 
'not ſo in ſome ſenſe; for in ſome ſenſe, they are as abſolute, and 
CFAonarchicall as any State or Kingdpmcan beyin that he rules by 
his will and abſolute Prerogative,he alone as heliſteth, in his pro- 
videntiall ſtate of government, by which he' xuleth all things, he 
doth as he will, of that is Pſa/. 33. ſpoken» and it is faid,ver/, T0, 
1 1, that he onely doth by his will : and fo inthe ſpirituall Rate of 
his Kingdom, Rem. 9.15. Phi, 2, 13..But I call this laſt ſtate of 
his 1fozarchicall, becaulc in this, when he,entreth upon it, hewill 
governe as earthly onarches have done, that is, univerſally over 
the world, (in thoſe dayes knowne and eſteemed)and in a worldly 
viible earthly glory ; not by tyranny, oppreſſion, and ſenſually,

bat with honour,peace,riches.and whatſoever in and of the world 
is not finfull ; having all Nations and Kingdoms doing homage 
to him, as the great Afonarches of the World had, | 
Now tecaule in this viſible Majeſty, it ſhall be conformed to the 
| Monarchies, | call it a ſtate Afonarchicall,to diſtinguiſh it from the 
two former ſtates, which ever have been ſince the World began 
( whereas yet this hath not been ) which alſo ſhall abide with this 
when it comes; and of this laſt tate of the Kingdom of Chrilt, I 
am to treat and ſhew foure things, 


. That there ſhall be ſuch a Kingdom. - 
. The Manner of ic, 

. The Duration of it. 

. The Time when it is to begin. 
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Firſt, that there ſhall be a 2ſonarchicall.State of Chriſts King- 
. dom, a Soveraignty which Chriſt ſhall-adminiſter over all the 
earth, in a viſible and worldly manner, tor ſplendor,riches: peace, 
&c, though not in a fleſhly or ſinfulf manner : Of this God-gave us | 
atypeinthe Government of the Nation of [/-ae/,- fremrthe time 
he called them out of egypt, till they defired a King, and caſt off - 
their Judges ; when he faith, They caſt not off Samuel, but God, that 
is, Jeſus Chriſt, who is God ; becauſe Moſes, Fo/hna, and all the 
Judges, were not their Kings, though they exerciſed a Kingly 
power ; therefore Aoſes is called King in Ze/arym, Deut. 33. 5. 
but it was not of themſelves, but by Commitlion, and Deputation 
from Chriſt, as a Vice-Roy ; ſo that.it was not they, but Chrilt 
all-that while did immediately rule them,not ſo much or onely:by 
a providence ( as hedid all the World elſe) nor by a ſpiritzall go- 
vernment,;for ſo he ruled not them all; but a very. few of them, 
ſuch as were ele& unto eternall lite. and ſanRQified, but by a-King 
of 1MMonarclioall Government Ao that he was an immediate and par- 
ticular King to.them , 'and was viſibly preſent amongſt them in 
fignes and tokens of preſence, as:the Pillar of the Cloud ani fire, and 
aber that inthe Tabernacle, Ark, Hercy-ſeate, &c, And did ma- 
nifeſtly give them Lawes, appearing as a conſuming fire, Exod. 2.4, 
I7. and appointed'Offcers, to adminiſter the Kingdom, both or- 
dinary and extraordinary, and to puniſh the offenders, executing 
Juſtice by an immediate hand, and had all hard cafes brought to 
him, and gave order about their battels, and .appointed their 
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' Generals for warres ; for the Judges for the moſt part, except £75 


and Samuel, were but extraordinary Officers, or Generals, raiſed 
up in danger of enemies, and caſe of warre z fo that every way 
Chriſt was a fozarch and King to [/racl ; wherefore indeed when 
they refuſed Judges, and would have a King like other Nations, 
they did caſt off him; yet notwithſtanding, after he had puniſhed 
them by oneKing, namely, Sax, he gave them a King alfo for a 

type and ſhadow of thatwhich he himſelfe did before, but in a 
type and ſhadow : For as the Nation of 1ſrael in their Moſaicall 


' Diſcipline and Liturgie, were but a type of the Nations of the 


World; whom in a morall way God will bring to be a People to 
Chriſt (among which the 1/raclires asa firſt borne ſhall be chicfe: ) 
-So Chriſts government of that Nation, from the time they were 
called out of «/£gypr, till they caſt off Judges, and after that alſo, 
by Kings immediately called and Deputed by him, ( which ſhew- 
ed that he ſtill kept the Soveraignty, and was their King) was a 


- ſhadow or type of his ſtateof Monarchicall Government, which in 


- due time he will have/immediptely and viſibly over all Nations on 
the carth; thereforethe {/Faclites Kings could not be 9 oe 

-men, becauſe notſet up by men, and ruted fo abfolately becauſe 

they cud by Commiſſion immediately from Chriſt, and as types 
of that his rule Aforarchicall,which in the latter dayes he meant to 

 takeup over allthe World. ? 

- Thus we ſee everfince Chriſt gathered a viſible people and King- 


— dom, he fore-ſhewed his intent, to have a ſtate Aforarchicall in the 


'World,( for bis ſpirituall Kingdom he typified from the fall of 
Adam ) by the Sacrifices, Altars, and the Prieſts, which were the 


Fathers and firſt borne of the Family ; but this his Iſonarchicall 


Government he began to typific, when he called a Nation to behis 


_ people;zandas he typified ir, fo he fore-told and prophefiedit : 


che 8. Pſalm is made only out of a Propheticall tation of this 
Moparchicall ftate of Chriſts:Kingdom ;*as'the: Apoſtle teacheth 
us, Heb. 2.5, 6,7, 8. who applycs that Plalme to Chriſt; and to 
.this Mſonarchicall tate of Chritt : For he faith, it is meant of a 
world, and world to come, after that the Apoſtle writ that Epi- 
{tle, verſ. 5. But by. providence Chriſt then had ruled the World, 
and in a ſpiritual] Government by the Goſpel;he had ſpread him- 
ſclfe over all the World before Jeruſalem was ruined, as he told 
his Diſciples, arrth. 24.14. then theend (that is of the Citie fe- 
ruſalem) ſhall come.

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But beſides all this, there is a who/ewarld tocome to be put in: 
ſabjeion to Chriſt ; of which {dam in innocency was indeeda 
Type ( forininnocency was divers types of Chrilt; in that God. 
ever intended Chriſt ) Adams fall, and damning all mankinde,was 
a type or figureof Chriſt ſaving all the Ele, Remy, 14. So 4- 
dams marriage to the woman, ras atype of Chriſts conjunRion to 
the Church, Epheſ'5.30.31.32. So in the Soveraignty that Chritt 
ave Adam over all that-preient World, was figured out the ſab- 
xaion of a World to come to Chriſt : wherefore the Plalmift- 
on in ſuch aphraſe, as makes Expoſitors thinke, he meante<- - 
iam ( becanie Adam was its figure ) but it is evident it cannot be 
meant of A4dam,or the ſtate in innocency, becauſe in this Epiltle to 
the Hebrewes, after Chriſt had ſet up his ſpirituall Kingdome by 
the Goſpel over all the World, in ſome conſciences every where, 
yet he ſaith it isa world to come ; and beſides, there are divers paſ- 
ſages in the Plalme,which are not competible with the ſtate of In- 
nocency as the ſtilling the avenger,&c.whereas in innocency were. 
not enemies or avengers: Therefore this Pſalme fore-tellsa ſtate of 
Chriſts Kingdom te come, after the Goſpels preaching to all the 
World, wherein he ſhould have as perfe&ly all the World fſubjeft - 
. tohim,as in innocency A1aw: had all under his dominion ; as wee 
read Gez,1.26, Norcan this be meant of the laſt ofall time, name- 
lIy,the Generall Judgement, hen all knees ſhall bow to him, and eve- 
ry tongue ſhall confefſe him Lord, Phil. 2. 10,11. which is referred 
to his laſt Judgement, Rex..14.10,11, For then heis to refigneand - 
to ſurrender up the Kingdom to God the Father, and to hold and 
adminiſter itno longer, 2 Cor, 15. 24, But this and many other 
places as wee ſhall ſee, propheſie of a ſtate of Aſonarchicall Governe .. 
ment, which Chi iſtſhall hold after the Goſpel is preached univer- 
ſally,before that laſt and Generall Judgement. P/a/.22. he prophe=.. 
ficth of Chrifts Paſſion, and in verſ. 6,7, 8; the words of reproach 
uſed againſt Chriſt in his Pafſhon, ar 25. 39,43. and ver/.16, the 
torments inflited on Chriſt, piercing his hands and feet,and ver/, 
18. their derreanour towards the garments of Chriſt, applyed to. 
Chriſt, as I/ar.27, 25. and what Chriſt would doe after his deli- 
verance from his Paſſion, P/al. 22. 22, applyed to Chriſt, Heb, 2. 
12, By all which is cleare, that Pſalwe is of Chriſts Paſſion, after 
which it is prophefied that all the world ſhould tnrne to him, and 
worſhip him, and that he ſhould have the Kingdom, veo{, 27, 28, 
and that a generation of Saints ſhould ſerve him,and all thatbe fat _ 
ON .-- 
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The Perſonall Reigne of C't'x 1-4 x mpont Earth, 
on theearth ſhall worſhip him; ver/{ 29.* which muſt be meant of 
the Momnarchicall tate of Chriſty and not of his ſpirituall goyern- 
ment in the conicience onely, becaule itis ſaid, ver/,2.9. that all the 
fat on the earth ſpall bow to him, and all that goe down to the duſt, there 
is none can keepe alive his ſoule, that is, Chriſt ſhall have a Sove- 
raignty over all that live and die, which he hath not jn his (piritu- 
all Government, which onely reacheth the living. This was alſo 
celebrated typically and prophetically,by Ifr-acls ſabduing all the ' 
earth,that is,all known neighbouring Nations round about them, 
Pſal.a7.and in Salomonas in a type, P/al.72, and is certainly the 
ſcope of P/al.96. 97. 98. 110, For what ſtate of Chriſts Kingdom 
as yet, whether providentiall or ſpirituall, gave all the earth cauſe 


| tojoy; becaule of peace, juſtice, and truth. 


Therefore there is a ſtate to come,wherein it ſhall be done to all 
the earth;this is moſt fully ſet down by the Prophet D aniel,chap.2. 
31+ t0-46, the great Image preſeated in a dreame to Nebuchadnez- 
2ar, repreſented foure great Monarchies, whoſe foundations in- 
deed were laid preſently after the Floud, in Nimrod,and that Afſy- 


 rian Monarchy, which grewup into the cm" ner (whatloe- 


ver Goddid before the Floud)it is evident that ever fince it,except 
a little time at firſt to grow, he hath held this World under a Mo- 
»archy, and ſo he will holdiit untill its end. I] fay, God by Daniel 
the Interpreter, and by that dreame to Nebuchadnezzar,in and by 
an Image, repreſented foure great Monarchies, one of which was 
then in being, and the reſt were to follow, and every one of them 
| had the World (as then it was found and eſteemed) nnder them. 
The firſt fonarchy was the Aſſyrian, which fell into the Babylo- 
ian, and bloſſomed in Nimroa, Gez. 10, 8.to the13, and was ri- 
pened in that preſent Nebucbaddezzars child and grandchild, This 
Aouarchy was expreſſed in that Image by the head of gold. | 
The ſecond 1onarchy, was that of the: Medes & Perſians, which 
bloſſomed in (575, who conquered Babylon, and flew the Grand- 
child of Nebuchadnezzar, namely, Balteſhafoar, Daz.2.35.and en. 
dured till Daris,whom Great eAlexandey the Greek overthrew ; 
this Honarchy was expreſt in that Imagg, by the Breſt and Armes 
of Silver. _ 7 | 
;The third Monarchy was that of the Greekes,which bloſſomed, 
or rather immaturely and ſuddenly ripened in Great eL!exandey 
of Macedon, a:Grecian ; andby his ſudden vifories ouer-run the 
World ; and by his ſuddenand untimely death, was divided into 
| | | foure 
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lourogroat parts, by foure of his chief Generals , who parted the 
wor 


among them, Daz. 2, 39. untill the more Weſtern people, 
by lictle and little (namely the Romances) won all from them : this 
Grecian Monarchy was exprefied in that Image by a belly and 
thighes of Brafſe. | u;: or 

The fourth Afonarchy was that of tke Weſt ,, namely that of 
the Romanes(which compared with the former is: Weſtern)which 

bloſſomed and ripened leiſurely, and by degrees; and was there- 

© forethe more like to laſt long, And by-certain'/gradations and 
much time, rooted out ſucceſſively all the. inheritors'of eAlexar- 
der, and the upholders of the Greek Monarchy,and pofleſt all the 
Chief known-parts of the world, and ſo fetching its-beginning 
lower Weſtward, and yet up as high Eaftward, it became a migh- 
tier Monarchy then any of the former. ; 

This A40narchy was expreſlcd in the image, by the legs of Iron, 
Dan, 2.32.40. becauſe as Iron, it was ſtrongeſt of all,and ſubdued 
all undec it; but in proceſſe of time,the body of the world, which 
-it bore up, being ſo great,” to w** it was a leg or ſupporter,it divi- 
ded ie (elf (as it is in the naturall body) into two legs,andisin the 
Imape ſo expreſſed (though for a great while it was but one 2lo- 
n—_ yetat laſtit grew into two, the Eaſtern and Weſtern Mo 
-narchy, which yet _ divided, were both ſtrong as Iron, and 
-held all nationsunder them : but in proceſfle of time theſe fell into 
feet and toes, as the naturgll body of man, from two legs,deſcend 
into feet and toes, The Eaftern Monarchy was fwallowed up by 
the Perſian, Twrke, &c, The Weſtern Monarchy fell into divers 
Kingdomes, but among theſe ſubdivided Kings, was ſtrength and 
weakneſſe,the feet being part of Iron and part of Clay,Da#.2.33. 
41, and much mingling ſhall beamong them to rejoyn the King- 

domes into one body, ſome whereof are weak and ſome ſtrong, 
(as Iron and Clay) but it-never ſhall be; as Iron cannot be mixt 
with Clay, Dar.2.41.42,43.The Spariardand Auſtrian in S = 
and Germany : and other nations in Exrope, ſome of which are 
ftrong, and ſome weak, have ſought by marriage and other Cove- 
nants, to mingle and rejoyne into one Monarchy, but it ſhall ne- 
ver be, as we cannot mingle Iron and Clay. Bat to the period and 

. upſhot, of their Soveraignty and ©Honarchy, they fhall remain 
- Kingdoms diſtin&,as feet and toes,of Iron and Clay, partly weak, 
: and partly ſtrong, now in the dayes of this fourth Romane, and 
Weſtern Monarchy, There ſhall be a Stone cut out without _

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Dan, 2.34-t0 36. which ſhall firſt ruine theſe Kingdoms (it fmore 
the Image on the feet that were of Iron and Clay, ver, 34, and fo 
ſwallowed up the whole image; all the foregoing HHonarchizs 
were brought under it, and by it to nothing,ver.35;and it became 
a Monarchy over the whole eatth, where ever any of. the former 
CHonarchics had ruled, ver.35 , that is,as is explained Dar.2.4 4 
45.a Kingdome whichthat Stone ſhall obtain, ſet up by the God' 
of heaven. Whereas the other Xonarchies were ereted by men .on 
earth,(though permitted and erdered by God) which Knows x 
or Monarchy(hall\wallow ap in it, all foregoing Aonarchies,and 
that by no humane means or policie ; for it:was without hands,or 
not in'hand : that is, not of man, but a divine work every way; 
and it ſhall reach and.ſwallow up not onely the feet and toes, but 
the legs of Brafle, the breit and arms of Silver, the head of Gold, 
Das. 2.34; 35.thatis; all Kingdoms and States, that were from 
ficſt to.-laſt under any of the CAfonarchies, ſhall be (watlowed up 
and comie under. this, And this is a fifth  2forarchy which ſhall 
ariſe in the world after the former foure,which is meant of a ſtate . 
of Chriſts Kingdom, as appears. _ | it | 
- Firft,becauſe it is called a tone,as Chriſt is the ſtone which the 
builders refuſed,become the head of the cot ner,1 Per.2.3, to 8, 
And ſecondly, itisa ſtone; not in hand;, or-not cut: ont with 
. hands, becauſe by God immediately without humane help , this 
Kingdomfſhall be reared up, FOI 
Thirdly, i:s duration,that it ſhall laſt for ever, ſhews it is meant 
of Chriſts Kingdonagwe people ſhall ſwallow ir up, as they have 
daneall other /onarchies; the Babylonian was left to the Medes 
| and Perſians, and this to the Greciavs, and the Grecians to the Ro- 
mayer, but this{ball be left to none, but this ſhall be for ever, Day. 
2.44. thatis, tothe worldsend; butthe Kingdomeat the worlds 
end ſhall be Chrilts, for then he gives itup to the Father , x Cor. 
15.24: therefore till then,and at thattime, when all ends,he hath 
the Kingdom; Chriſts ſpirituall kingdome and his Providentiall, 
were before thistimeztherefore that which is to beg;n,when theſe 
Mazarchies.end , muſt be Chriſts Mozarchy :whercfore from this 
prophetic we learn, that Chriſt ſhall have a Monarchicall. ſtate on 
carth, anda viſible. Kingdomas other Monarchs had, ſwallowing 
up orcauſing to vaniſh all other Mozarchzes, ( as the latter Monar- 
chies did theformer: } And that this Monarchyis to be Chriſts,is 
yet more plain, by Dan, 7, wherethe foure Monarchies under +, 
$ 
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Beaſts are prophefed. of ver/; 3. tog. the' 16, 17. after which 
Chriſt ſets up a Monarchy, verſcg.to 13. Andas the Son of Man in 
reference to which name he. caſs himſelf the Son of Man , as we 
read in the GoſpeLand to him was given a Mozarchy,and that af- 
ter the fourth Beaſt or Monarchy was deſtroyed, which is the Ro- 
wane, that is yet in being; and FA (briſts Monarchy 1s yet to come, 
but his Providentiall and Spiritual Government have been of old, 
therefore it is meant of another,and not of thoſe ſtates of Govern- 
ment, Hoſ.3.4.5. the ten Tribes then caſt off, ſhould be left with- 
-out all Religion till the latter dayes, in which they ſhould be con- 
verted, and have David for their King that is Chriſt, whom David 
typified; therefore Chriſt is to be a King in the latter dayes: So'2, 
T:.4 1, when Chriſt appears next, he is to: have a Kingdom, 
and that on earth,before the worlds end, becauſe then he refignes 
it, r Cor, 15. 24. and yet this his kingdome is not till he come 
againywhich yet he hath not, though it is fo long fince he aſcend- 
ed; wherefore his kingdome1s yet to come,and this the ſcope of 
the Parable, Zxk,19.11,12. which he ſpake becauſe they thought 
Gods kingdom, (that -is,'the Kingdom of which God hath pro- 
pheſfied or promiſed ſo much, which indeed was this kingdom of 
Chriſt, as he cals it in that Parable ) which they thought ſhould 
immediately appear, he tels them he uſt go 4 far journey to rectsve 
5, and then he will come, at the time apposnted, and bring it with 
him, 'by which he means his Aſcenſion into heaven, and his long 
ſtay there till his next coming ; So that he confirms them in their 
opinion of a Kingdom, but reCtifes them in the thoughts of the 
time, when it ſhould be; and ſo Af. 1. 6,7, he denies not the king- 
dom, but would not tell them the time when it ſhould be; which 
was the queſtion they asked, but if he had onely meant his (piri- 
tuall kingdome, through the Goſpels preaching , he might have 
told them the time of that, for he had ſaid before, that it ſhould 
be over all the world, before the ruin of Fer #ſalcm, Matth, 24.1 4. 
therefore he means this his Monarchy,which is called 1/-acls king- 
_ domz;as here, ſo Daz. 7. 18. becauſe they under and with Chriſt, 
ſhall enjoy the hvnour of that kingdom : And indeed of this M»- 
zarckicall kingdom, have all the Es na ſpoken more or leffe, as 
itisfaid A#.3, 19, 20, 21. which place of the Apoſtle is expreſly 
"meant.of this kingdome of Chriſt , and not of the laſt Generall 
Judgement at the worlds end (as it isoft interpreted.) 
 Forfirit,all the Prophets ſince the __ begun, have not (| _ 
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of the worlds end , and laſt judgement ; but of this kingdoms of 
Chriſt have they all ſpokev, fo that no DoQrine,was fo generally 
beleeved among the Jews, at Chriſt his being among them, as that 
of the Meſſias, and of his kingdom,w herefore they ſo ſtumble (till 


on that. 
Secondly, the time of which this place ſpeaks, is a time of refto- 


ring all things; chat is,a making all things new , asit is elſewhere 


expreli, 2 Pct.3.13, which cannot be meant of the worlds end, * 
and heaven which tollowsit,for atthe worlds end,the earth ends, 
and ſhall not be made new; and the higheſt heavens needs no ma- 
king new, nor have they any earth in them ; therefore it muſt be 
meant of a time and ſtate to be in this world;ztherefore Rev.21.25. 
the new things come down from heaven,and therefore there muſt 
bea reforming things in this world, and a reducing them to their 
originall as they wereat the Creation; which reſtitution of all 
things, ſhall not be perfe&ed indeed, till thelaſtgenerall Judge- 
ment, but ſhall be begun, and proceeded much in, at the beginning 
of this kingdom of Chriſt; of which alſo the Jaſt Judgement is a 
part : therefore the wholetime of Chriſts kingdom,is truly called 
a time of reſtitution, and this place is meant of that kingdom. 
Thirdly,which yet further appears, becauſe it is ſaid, that Chriſt 
muſt remain in heaven, till he comes to reſtore all things; therefore 
his nextcoming,is this time, but his next coming, is to ſet up his 
kingdom, therefore this timeof reſtitution is his kingdom : And 
ſurely this Lonarchy and kingdom of Chriſt , is that he chiefly 
means in the Lords Prayer (fo called) thy kingdom com?,for in this 
kingdom is Gods Name moſt hallowed , becauſe the Son is moſt 
Honoured, and then eſpecially is Gods will done, in earth as in 
heaven; becauſe ( as we ſhallſhew anon ) all in that kingdom ſhall 
be holy. and ſo throughly ſanRified, as that they ſhall reſemble, 
(though not perfe&ly equall ) them in heaven that do Gods will, 
thatis, the Angels; for ſouls of Saints departed, he cannot mean, 
in thattheir doing of Gods will, is notexpreſfed in Scripture for 
our imitation, as the Angels is : now this kingdom of Chriſt, is 
called the Fathers alſo, both in this Perition,as elſewhere, Rev. II, 
15. andinthe cloſe of the Prayer, becauſe it is his originally , he 
firſt made it by a Decree, and then gave it to Chriſt,. Day. 2. 44. 
and 7.9,10,13,14. verſ: therefore heis called his King, Plal, 2.6, 
and it is confeſſed in the cloſe of the Lords Prayer to be his, that 
is, its beginningand rootisfrom him , and i ſhall in the end re« 
: urn 
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tarn to him; thus much for the firſt thing that Chriſt ſhall have in 
this world, a Honarchicallftate or kingdom, | 

- Secondly, conſider the Manner of this Kingdom of Chriſt, that 
is, both the extent of jt, and the qualities of ic, | 

Firſt, the extent of it ſhall be over all the world , as the other 
Aonaychies wee to be, which go before it,and ſhall be ſwallowed 
up by it, Par.2.37,35,39,40.and 7.23. all the known and eſtee- 
med parts of the world were under thote Morarchies, and ſo they 
ſhall be under Chriſt, therefore it is ſaid to grow up into a Moun- 
tain, and fill the whole earth, Dav.2, 34,35. and 7. 27. therefore 
the ſeventh Trumpet, which declares this kingdom of Chriſt, 
brings in all kingdoms on earth under Chriſt Rev, 1 x. 15. tothe 
end:For of this Tcampet it is faid, Row.10.7.The Myſtery ſpoken 
of by the Prophets ſhould be done, that is, the kingdom of Chriſt 
ſet up, and asthe other great A2o»archi-s brought under them all 
kingly power, and they were Kings of Kings, ſo ſhall Chriſt alſo; 
therefore Da». 2,35 , the Monarchy, that is, not the people,but the 
Rate and Dignitie vaniſhed as duſt to nothing ; the people remain- 
ed, but the Monarchy came to nothing: So Dar, 7. 12. the domi- 
, Nion was taken away,though their lives continued, and ver.g, the 
' Thrones caſt down, that is, of the ſoure mentioned kingdoms,and. 
w&r.27 all dominion and greatnefle ſhall be Chrifis and his ſaints, 
none ſhall have dominion and greatnefle but he , 4! Rulers ſhaft 
ſerve him: So I/a.2.Chriſts kingdom is expreſſed ; Firſt, in its ſpis 
rituall ſtate, by the Goſpels preaching, verſ;2,3.8c thence it ſhall 
proceed, to Pp. under it-all the earth, even the haughtinefſe of 
people, that is, their kingly power, which is the height and pride 
of the earth, and he alone ſhall be exalted as Monarch, verſ 12.17. 
&c. 1/a.24.21, 22, 23. The high ones, that is, the Kings, and their 
Monarchies, ſhall fall before the Lord ; and the $41 and Moon, that: 
is; Majeſty ofa higher and lower rank, ſpall vaniſh before him, as 
Rev; 21. 234 24. no need of: Sun or Moon, that is, kingly power, 
Chriſt will be inſtead of all to it; ſo chap. 22.5. 21.24. Kngs bring 
their glory to it; that is, lay downtheir D—_ there; and this he 
ſeems to mean, by ſhaking, not earth onely, in change of cuſtomes 
with people, 5xt heaven alſo, that is, the kingly power ; theretore 
headdes, ſhake Heavens, and overthrow Thrones, Hag. 2,21, 22.,. 
which the Apoſtle applies to Chriſt and his kingdom , Hebr. x2. 
26;27. and ſhews, that he can do it, in that he is ſo great a King, 


as once ſhooke the Earth with his voice, when he gave theLaw,and

ingafter all the reſt, when more of the world is found out;will be 
larger in extent then all the former, The Nam? of the Lord Great, 
from Eaſt roWeſt, as never yetany was, Mal.2.1r. 

For the better underſtanding the extent of Chriſts kingdom, 
conſider that before this 2fonarchy of Chriſt ſhall end , and be-gi- 
venup to the Father, it ſhall extend it ſelf to all reaſonable crea- 
tures, Angels, Devils, and all tongues, P#/.2,10,11.ſ0 thatevery 
creature, reaſonable , ſhall acknowledge Chriſt to be Lord-and 
- King, but this generall extent of ic, ſhall not be till rowards its 
-confummation, He ſpall put all under hi feet, and then religne, x. 

+(or525..24, and by Paul, Rom, 14. 10, 11. this univerſall ſubje-

dom. .StriQly, it is takenfor a-partiall Judgement, when ſame arcjudg-

. that with great terronr and ſolemnity, but all devils, andall the 
. generation of mankinde. from Adam to the laſt that ſhall be born, 
ſhall not bejudgedin this partialtand more {tri& day of Judge- 
ment.

exprelly, that the ſecond death'inftantly followeth the laſt gene- 
rall Judgement, Rev. 20, 4, but of this-Judgement 1t is faid , rhe 
Temple Was opened, and great things done after it, Rev, 113.25,18, 
I9.and in 2-Per. 3.7--13. it is ſaid, There ſpall be a new heaven, 
whereas the higheſt heavens are not made new , . into which the. 
Saintsenter,after the laſt Judgement,4d a newearthygin which del... 
teth righteeuſneſſe; bur the Saints after the laſt judgement-enter the 
higheſt heavens, and dwell not on carth, 4atrh.25:34 that is the.

Firſt, a generall Judging (though not to the ſecond death ) of 
all the ungodly in the world, at leaſt, of all that will not ſtoop to 
Chriſt his Scepter, being indeedthat judging, Z»k.19.27,a5 Noahs 
flood was, from whence he fetched his argument, 2.Per.3.6, That 
4 once by Water God deſtr6y4 all y-aple, { except ſuchas were inthe 
Ark) but did not then endthe world, but-gave.time-and ages after 
It : So will.he onceagain deſtroy all ungodly.ones an earth z. hut 
give thereby a Reformation, not an end to the world. -- 

Secondly this ſhall be a judging co the Saints alive, any rhat 
are dead and killed ſhall be raiſed up, andjuftified before men,and they 
that arc alive, ſhall beblamed (as we ſhall ſhew anon,) So that this 
time is fitly called a day of Judgement, now theſe two times and 
degrees of Judgement: begin and end. Chriſts. Kingdew: or Mee 
narchy : —_ all the zime of Chriſts kingdom may bly be 
: Calleda day of indgement, it being a rewarding of his Servants, 
; and. puniſhingthe wicked. And as in a natural] day there is the be- 

.. ginning or evening,and progrefle to its end,or morning of it,(w** 
isthe beſt timie of it, ) So is. there in this day. of iudgement , or 
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lom Ume of Chriſts Monarchy, anevening or beginning which is leſſe 


glorious, anda morning which is much more glorious; bur leads 
toits end,as the morning doth to the end of the day .Now becauſe 


evening and & theevening and morning makes one =_ and all Chriſts time for 


his Monarchie is but as one day, (wherefore it is called Chriſts day, 
x Cor, ) Therefore that which is to be done in the morning or lat- 
ter part of the day,is joyned with the evening or beginning of the 
day: becauſe beforeqhis time is ended a)l ſuch things ſhall be done, 
thus Dar. 12.2.3 itisfaid, that at the time in which Michael the 
great Prince ſhall ſtand np; for Daniels Prophecy, And there ſhall be 
a time of trouble, ſuch as never was, and many that ſleep in the duſt 
ſhall awake, ſome to everlaſting life, and ſome to everlaſting contempr, 
and they that be wiſe ſhall ſhine as the brightneſſe of the firmament. 
Which things Chriſt applies to the laſt generall Judgement,which 
wecall the morning or glory, or doſe ofcha day of Chriſt, Mar. 
25+46, and 17.40.43. Yet it is conJoynedto the evening,and firſt 
beginning which is troublous and dark, Das. 7. 9, 10. the over- 
throw of things, that is, former Mozarchies and all kingly power, 
and the innumerable company of Angels, and ſetting the Judgement, 
and opening the books, (which isnor till the laſt part of the day, of 
the generall Judgement, as Rev. 20.12, x3. &c.) arejoyned toge- 
ther, ſo 2.7 ww. 4.1.Chriſts appearing kingdom , judging quick 
and dead, are conjoyned as if all one, whereas (though at his firſt 
appearing, he ſhall judge ſome quick, and ſome dead, yet) the ge- 
nerall iudgingall quick and dead, ſhall not betill the latter end of 
this day. And this is it hath made many miſtake, as ifthere had 
been no coming of Chriſt, or Judgement, but the laſt and univer- 
fall Julgement, whereas there isanother before it , more then 4 
thouſand yeers, as we ſhall ſee hereafter. But God in Scripture 
joyns together things, far diſtant in time, becauſe done in the ſame 
day of Chriſts Monarchy ; as we ſometimes ſee an hill,and ſee not 
many miles of low grounds and valleys between us and that hill, 
but think the hill is neer us : So God hath madevifible ſome of the 
'moſt glorious works of Chriſt, in the morning or latter part of 
this his day and Reign, but moreobſcurely preſented a great deal 
of the beginning and former part of this his day and reign,wher- 
fore it hath been over-looked by moſt Chriſtians, fince the firſt 
hundred yeers, and nothing hath been ſeen bur the laſt generall 
Judgement, and triumph of Chriſt( which ſhall be onely at the 
laſt day) over all people. 
| Now 
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Now then to open the qualitie of Chriſts Kingdome, wee mult 
ſhew (and thatbrifely ) what it is in both the parts of that day of 
his; namely, what it is inthe Evening or firſt part of it, and what 
it iSin the Morning, or latter part of it. 

Firſt, What manner of Kingdom Chriſts ſhall be in the Evening 
ard firſt part of it. The beginning or firſt part of Chriſts King- 
dome; I call an Evening, alluding to the Creation, in whichevery 
day, had firſt its Evening, and then its Morning. Becauſe compa- 
red with the follewing tate and glory of it,it is as ſhort of Majelty 
a the Evening is in Glory ſhort of the Morning, and time tol- 

owing. 

Now in theevening or keginning and fuſt part of Chriſts King- 
dom, as in other evenings there is fiſt an end, or withdrawing and 
ceafing of the light and glory of the foregoing day, this ſhuts in , 
and the day enſuing,tends firit to a night;So Chriſts Kingdom ſhall 
begin withthe withdrawing of peace and comfort ( had through 
the time and raigne ofthe foregoing orarchies) and darknefle of 
night, that is, great troubles ſhall begin to ariſe, upon thoſe who 
ſball be ſubje&s of Chrifis Ifonarchy, both belceving Gentiles and 
Jewes,with 1/rac/ites or the Tex Tribes, who ſhall beall ccnverted, 
and after that be greatly troubled, as wee ſhall ſhew, when we open 
the beginning of his Kingdom; wkich trouble, is as the ſhutting 
in of a former day, but when this trouble is at its height, and full, 
then comes the beginning, or ſetting up of Chriſt his Kingdome; 
for the opening of which conſider we three things. 

F Firſt, What Chriſt will do, when he fcts up at firſt this his King- 
OMe, 

Secondly, Who ſhall be the SubjeQts of this his Kingdom, 

Thirdly, What ſhall be the Priviledges of this Kingdcme, 
which is the opening or firſtpart of this his day. | 

Firſt, What Chriſt will do.,when he ar firſt ſets up this his Kmg- 

dom, he will come from heaven vifibly, Even 4s he went up thither, 
At.x. 11, which coming is not his laſt coming, to the laſt Judge- 
ment, but a middle one, *twixt that and his firit comming, which 
hath not been confidered. For Chriſt had three comings : The firlt 
was when he cameto take our nature.and wake ſatisfaftion for fin. 
The ſecond is, when he comes to receive his Kingdom, for to re- 
ceive which he went into heaven, Z«k.19.12.15.,which isthat Iam 
now ſpeaking of, A third is, that wben he comes to judge all, and 
end the world; theJatter comings = two diſtin& comings,not all 
| py 
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one,( as it hath been thought) therefore they are made diſtin&, 
Mat.24.3.and anſwered diſtin&ly by diſtin& fignes in that Chap- 
ter. Now.this Second comming of Chriſt, which ſhall be long be- 
fore his comming to the laſt Judgement, and toend the world : 
is that when he beginnes and fers up this his Kingdome, for at 
the ſetting it up. Chriſt ſhall come from heaven, Dan, 12, x, Ain 
chael ſoall then ſtand up, that is, Chriſt ſhall then viſtbly appeare, 
which is not ſpoken of the day of the laſt Judgement, For it 5s the 
time of the Iſraelites great trouble, after their firſt coverſion to Chri- 
. ſtianitie,as we ſhall ſhew hereafter,27im.4.1.with Dan,7.13.when 
Chriſt came to bring his Kingdom, he appeared,but his comming 
to his laſt judgement, is to judge and reſign his Kingdom, therefore 
this is a former coming, at which {econd coming of Chriſt, when 
he comes to begin his Kingdom, he will come with the ſame glory 
as atthe laft; for as itis ſaid of his laſt coming to judge the world, 
A1at.215 31.34,He comes with a Throne,and as a King,ſo ſhall he 
come at his ſecond or next coming, when he begins his Kingdom, 
Alat 19.28 which place isthe ſame with Luk. 22.30.where he ex- 
preſly ſpeaks of his own Kingdome, which he is to adminiſter in 
this World, whereas that Kingdome in Heaven is the Pathers, 
AMat.13.39;34. Now when Chriſt with his glory thall come from 
Heaven, he will doe three things: 

Firſt, He will raiſe up the Saizrs, which are dead before this his 
coming, not onely ſuch as have been martyred;zas ſome thinke,but 
all Saints who have dyed in the Faith, Rev, 20,4. not onely they 
that were beheaded, bur all that ſubjc&ed nottoAntichriſt/by which 
innocency from Popery, he means all Saints, though he inſtances 
in an eſcape from Popery onely, becauſe,that is theſnare,which in 
this latter pait of the world takes fuchas are not Saints, ant:more 
plainly, Rev. 1”, 15. to the chapters end, thereis ſet out Chriſte 
Kiegdome, and it is faid, th-tnot onely the Prophets, but all that 
feared bim, both (mall and great, ſhould be judged and rewarard, ever 
all that feare him, ſmall Chriſtians and greater, an1 how judged, 
that is, their cauſe pleaded againſt their enemies by ajuſt puniſh- 
ment of them, in the preſent generation of the wicked, in whom all 
the foregoing generations of the wicked were puniſhed,God ſhew- 
ing thereby what they all-did deſerve; and rewarding the Saints, 
how is that? by rajfing them from the dead; for as he ſpeakes of 
the dead Prophets, ſo doth he of the dead Saints, andof all Sainrs 
dead,and not onely of ſuch as were martyred;and thisReſurre&i- 
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on isnot atthe Worlds end, for after this he ſhewed many thingy 
were done in the World, as the Temple opned, ec, and it is the be- 
ginning of Chriſts Kingdome, as we have ſhewed before ; this alſo 
is cleare by that fignification that Chriſt put on their receiving the 
Lords Supper, in a Table geſture, where they fate as it were at his 
Table, and he ſerved them; for as they -ſate at Table, eating the 
Paſſeover,he inſtituted and adminitired the Lords Supper, Lk 22. 
14, He ſate downe, that is, ina Table geſture, at the Paſſeover, and 
verſ.19,20 at that meale he inſtituted the Lords Supper,and there- 
fore as they ſatein the Table geſture, for it was asthey wereeating 
at Table, Har ,26.26.which was fttizg,Hark.14.18.Nowl ſlay 
having thus Adminiftred to them the Lords Supper as they ſate,he 
in that being as one that ſerved them, becauſe he gave the bread and 
wine z whereas in the Paſſeover, they eate it with him, without his 
Adminiftring it to them, He inferres hence two things. 

One was, that which met with the preſent corruption of pride, 
that then brake forth,ver/. 42.to 48. Since he had le them downe, 
and ſerved them, they ſhould not ftrive who ſhould be greateſt. 

Another was.,a conſolation for the future, which was ſignified 
and fealed up to them; in that Sacrament of the Lords Supper,ver/, 
28,2930. that by his admitting them to fit & eate of that his Sup- 
per and Table, he did ſhew and ſeale to them the tellowthip which 
they ſhould have in his Kingdome: That they ſhould lit as Kings, 
and rule the Tribes of 1/r-ae!, which cannot be meant of Heaven ; 
for that is the Fathers Kingdom, and Chriſts Kingdom ends when 
this world ends. Therefore the Sacrament of the Lords Supper,not 
onely ſeales up and ſignifies, ſpirituall and eternall Priviledges, but 
alſo the Kingdom of Chriſt, which ſhall be enjoyed in this world : 
and therefore it is to ceaſe at his coming, to ſet up this Kingdom : 
for it is to ſhew forth his death till he come,cc,x Cor,11,26 and then 
to ceaſe, And this 1s not onely ſignitied and ſealed to the Apoſtles, 
but as in them he gave the Sacrament to all Beleevers,ſo in them he 
taught all beleevers (members of his Church ) that as ſitting at his 
Table. afſfured them that they ſhould rule with him in his King- 
dom ; ſo that the geſture of a Table is neceſſary at the receiving of 
the Sacrament,or elſe a maine uſe and comfort of the Sacrament is 
loft, which is the ſignification of ourRaigning with Chrilt in his 
Kingdom, in this World, And whereas it is inferred upon the A= 
poſtles being with Chriſt in his Temptations, L1k, 22.25, It is not 
meant onely of his PerſonallTem G—_—_ of his myſtical/,that 
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Is,all the Temptaticns which in his Name and Members do befall 
him ; therefore Paz! ſaith, He filled up the ſufferings of Chriſt,Col.z , 
24. and ſo agrees toevery Saint, Now if all Communicants at the 
Lords Supper,who are Saints, have ſignified and ſealed to them, by 
fitting at that Table, ina fellow-like geſture, or rather they ſmeing 
and Chriſt ſerving them, aſſures them that they fhall have a King-. 
dom and rule in this world with Chriſt,then ſucely being dead be- 
fore this Kingdom, they muſt all as well as the dead Apoſtles be 
raiſet up, when Chrift comes to begin this Kingdom, So 4.3. 
I2.,20, Huking of Chriſts next coming, after he aſcended,(which 
is this his fecond:coming) to ſerup his Kingdomzfor he ſaith;rhar 
the heavens muſt hold bin till then, and'then he is to reſtore, that is, 
make new heavens and new earth,which he is todo in his Kingdom, 
Tſa.65 .17.Rev,21.12.(I fay)he faith in theſe times,thoſe Beleevers 
ſhall be refreſhed, and their finnes blotted out, therefore then were 
they to be raiſed from the dead ;.or how could their ſins be blotted 
out, and they then refreſhed, and ſurely moſt of the rewards pro» 


miſed in the EpiſHes to the ſeven Churches in A/a, are meant of 


theſe times of Chrifts Kingdom, Rev.Cap.2.3. and not of rewards 
in Heaven, as it is uſually taken, as thoſe rewards, Rev,2,7.11.26, 
27.and Rev.3,12. for inheaven there is no Paradiſe,or tree of life, 
or Chriſt his ruling Nations with a rod of Iron, or. fitting on 
Thrones with a kingly power, for atthis worlds-end, before hea 
ven is centred, Chriſt reſignes his Kingdome ;wherefore all theſe 
things are applyed to Chriſts Kinzdome on earth, Rev. 21. 22, 
which becauſe we ſhonld not thinke it to be heaven, it is ſaid cx- 
preſly it came downe from heaven, Rev.22.2.it is indeed heavenly, 
but-yet on carth, not in heaven ; thus what is promiſed Rev,2,1z, 
not to be hurt of the ſecond death, is performed to the Saints of 
this Kingdom on earth, raiſed from the firſt death, Rev, 20, 46, 

So what is promiſed of Paradiſe.and the tree of life, Rev, 2, 7. is 
performed in this kingdom of Chriſt Rev. 22. 14, So what is pro 
phieſied Pew. 1,26, 27.15 in effe& applyed to this kingdom of Chriſt 
on earth,R2v.31.7:and ſo that promile Rev.z.12.0ft thenew Jeru- 
falem, is applyed to this Kingdome, Rev. 21, 2, | 

Now the condition of theſe promiſes is to overcome, which 
ſeemes to agree to every belcever, for faith is the victory by which 
we overcome, I 7oh,s .q. yetif it be applycable,onely.to fome who 
peculiarly conteſt with adverſaries, yet ſure itis found in divers 
who were never martyred,as Lnther &.others, who conflited and 

- overcame, 
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overcame,more then ſome Martyrs, therefore ſurcly not.onely the 
wartyred S457 (hall be raiſed from the dead at ( brifts Kingdom, 
but other dead Sairts alſo; therefore this coming of Chriſt, to ſer 
up his Kingdom, is ſet out by the Saints raiſed from the dead, and 
praifing of him, Rev.15. this coming of Chrilt, and ſetting up his 
Kingdom,which was ſpoken of Rev.11.15.to the end is expreſſed 
firſt by the anteccdents, and preparatives to it,namely,feren Vials, 
that is, a perfe& meaſure of wrath to be caſt on the wicked; which 
Vials are expreſt particularly in chap, 16, after the fixth of which, 
the wicked combine againſt Chriſt and his Saints, ver/; 13. to 1 * 
which is thatin Rev,r1.18, the Nations-were angry,& the ſeventh 
and laſt Viall was powred out, Rev.18.17. which.was the raine of 
all the wicked by Chriſts coming, and ſetting up his Kingdom, as 
we ſhall ſhew anon, the ſame with Rev.11,15.16,17.18.the blow- 
ing ofthe ſeventh Trumpet,and then Chriſt ſetsup his Kingdom, 
which beginning of Chriſts Kingdom,after the generall deſcriprti- 
on of the antecedent wrath,Rev.15.1.1 fay is expreſt,verſc2,3,4455 
by all the Saints deſcribed by their not ſubjeting to Popery,ſtand- 
ing ona Sea of glafſe, ſinging Ioſes his Song, that is, they were 
Saints raiſed from dead,as the 1/-ac/ites were raiſed out of theSea, 
as men from the dead, when Hoſes ſung that Song, Exod, 15. for 
ſo that ſeventh .Frumpet,Rev.11.15 tothe end, and this 15. chap. 
ſeems.to beall one,this explaining that. This is the firſt thing that. 
Chriſt will doe, when he comes from Heaven to ſet up his King- 
dom, he will raiſe up all Saints who are dead before his comming, 
therefore he is faid to come with all his Saints, Zach, 14, 5. For 
ſarely,. as Chriſt had a middle ſtate on carth betwixt his Reſurre- 
Qion and Aſcenſion for forty dayes; ſo {hall his Saints have who 
dye before his coming from heaven ; but all the dead who are nat 
Saints ſhall lyc till in the duſt,even till the laſt and generall Judge- 
ment, Rev.20.4,5, 12. for the ſecond death, that is, hell torments 
everlaſting ſhall have no power on them that wereraiſed,therefore 
they were all Saints;and this is the firſt Reſurre&ion,of whichthey 
that. partake, ſhall not returne to a mortall ſtate of body againe, as 
they ſhall be who live on earth,nor yet be ſo perfeRly g].,ritied, as 
they ſhall be afterwards, for then the people on earth could not 
| bear their preſence, for they fhall ſhine as the Sunne, I/at.13.43. 
butthey ſhall be in a middle ſtate betwixt glory and mortalitie, as 
Chrift was after his ReſurreQis, before his Aſceniion, clothed and 
cenycrſing when he pleaſed with men, and withdrawing at his 


C3. picaſure;. 
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pleaſure; and this is the firſt thing Chriſt will do when he comes 
trom heaven, to ſetup his Kingdom, 

Secondly, he will deſtroy the wicked people on earth, for they 
about the time of his coming , will grow to agree and combine 
againſt the Saints, and then will Chy/t ſuddenly ſurpriſe them to 
their'cuine, Rev. 1x,18, and fo Revel. 16, 13, to 18. tor theſe two 
placesare the ſame. And ſo Rev, 15. 1, he exprefſeth Seven vials, 
thatis, Gods full wrath to the wicked, for ſever, notes perfeion, 
the particulars of which are expreſt, Rev. 16. the laſt of which, 
finds the wicked in Armies againſt the Saints, and ruines them all, 
ver,14..to theend : therefore it is ſaid, it # done, thatis: all the 
wicked are ruinated,ver. 17, to theend, therefore in that Rev, x5. 
7,2,3. after he had ſhewed the ſeven plagues which were all to fall 
on the wicked,he ſhews the conſequent of the laſt of them,that the 
Saints are ſeen on a glaſſie ſea, with Afoſes Song, becauſe as then 
all the Egyptians were drowned in the Red ſea ; fo now, all the 
wicked areflain,for before Chriſts coming,the wicked ſhall weate 
out the Saints, Daz,7. 21, 25. therefore when he comes he wilt de- 
 ſtroy them who deſtroy the earth, as Rev.11.18. ſo 2 Pet, 3,4. to 14. 
This work of Chrift is calleda day of Judgement , not for all, 
bur onely the ungodly (as it is ſaidin that place,) And the Apo- 
file faith, Rev. 16, 15. that Chriſts coming will be ſudden, which 
ſhews that in both Texts is the ſame meant; and evenas in the old 
world by water,ſo once more by fire, will Chriſt cuine the wicked, 
but the Saints ſhall ſcape as they then did in the Arke , and the 
world ſhall not end,as then it did not, indeed the heavens and earth © 
are ſaid to melt, bur it is meant of the Inhabitants of them, both 
of highand low ranks, as it is alſo, Heb, 12. as we ſhewed before, 
for the Apoſtle ſpeaks from the Prophets, as 7/a, 65. 17, and 66, 

15,16. who meansnot the place of heaven and earth, and ſo the 

worlds etid ; for they propheſic of many things to be done after 
this in the world, ver/, 2,13, 19.tothe end; and ſothe Apoſtle 
tels us of »eW heavens andearth after this, which ſhall not be after 

the worldsend, for then all time and this earth ſhall ceaſe for 
ever, as we ſhall ſhew anon ; ſo that not onely at this worlds end, 
but before it,ſhall the wicked be ſlain with fire,and hat with great 
terror and Majeſty ; therefore David ſo deſcribes his vi&tories in a 
ſam, P/al, 18. 9, to 16. by Gods coming with fire and dreadful 
Majeſty, not ſo much ſpeaking poetically of what. was done, as 
prophetically of this deſtruftion of Chriſts upon 'the wicked, at 
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the ſetting up Chriſts kingdom, of which David was a Typez 
cherefura he words inthat Pſalm, ver.2. [wil ersſt in himgare ſaid ' 
to be the words of Chriſt, Heb.2.13. | | 
Now ſome think that this ruine of the wicked ſhall be to every 
one, but I think that that generality ſhall not be now, but at his 
third and laſt coming; but now hewill onely cuine the Armies of 
them (for in ſuch an attempt againſt Saints doth he finde them, 
Rev, 11, 18. and 16, 13. to 18.) as the ruine of the Epyptians at 
the Red ſea was not of every one;but of them that were in Armies 
combin{ againſtthe Iſraelites : And ſo he will break their head 
and arm, and make the reſt {laves to the Churches, and it ſeems 
ſome wicked ſhall be left, becauſe by the end of Chriſts kingdom 
oreat Nations of wicked muſt be in the world,called Gog and 4a- 
gog, Rev, 20.7,8.which cannot riſe out of ſuch as prove hypo- 
crites, and beexcommunicated out of Chriſts kingdom(as ſome 
think) for there ſhall be »o hypocrite or excommunicate perſon there 
(as weſhall ſhew hereafter) therefore there muſt be ſome wicked - 
left for a ſeed to theſe Nations; as when the world was drowned, 
(ham was ſaved for a ſeed of the curſed Nation to be rooted out, 
when: Gods people ſhould have a kingdom; and ſo much ſeems to 
be.implyed, Rev. 21; 27, and 22. 15. where itis faid, The wicked 
Jhall not enter, but be without, implying, that they ſhall be in the 
world, though kept out of.Chriſts kingdom, and theſe remaining 


- wicked ſhall be the Nations ruled with Iron, Rev.3.27.tor no, Saints ih E-.- 
ſhall beſo ſeverely ruled, and /a,65.28.'the finner,thoughliviog 16

Thirdly, Chriſt will examine, blame, and.ſhame the Saints who - 
are alive atthat his coming,if they be found to havewalked loofe- 
Iy, he willnot kill them nor change them in a moment, that to 
bedoneat his laſt coming to.judge all,as we ſball ſhewlafterwards, ' 
but be will ſhame them that have been looſe, Rev. 4.25.therefore 
Peter exhorts tobe holy that we be not blamed at his conjing, 2 Per.3.. 
11,12,14,now when Chriſt hath thus done and put bis kingdom 
into form, he will withdraw to heaven again , and leave the Go-

'If yee ſay it: is better then to die before this kingdom 
begin, fince all-the Saints who died before this Kingdom be- 
gun, ſhall be raiſed from death, and live immortall lives and rule 
the world, whereas the Saints that live to it, and in it,ſhall live but 
mortall lives, and under the Government of the other Saints.I an- 
- fiver, God hath appointed ſomeiyhat proper and peculiar to eve= 
ry Age of his Church and people; but the laſt Ages, ſhall in this 
lifeand world excell the former, Hebr,11.40.the former without 
the latter Agesſhall not be perfe&, and for the Jatter Ages are bet- 
rer things provided then for the. former; wherefore. theſe ages 
which ſhall fall in-Chriſts kingdom, fhall far out-ftrip all former 
ages;and not onely th happineſſein this world,{ but for ought I 


. know) as they-ſhallbe more holy intheir mortall life, ſo they ſhal 


be ever more glorious in heaven, therefore it is to be deſired tolive

I anſwer,this obje&ion 
ſuppoſes the ſoules of the dead Saints,to be in the higheſt heavens,

heaven te ſerve the Saints, and as Lazar his ſoule came into his 
body againe, at the commandement of Chriſt ; but it is likely the
